Live  Abortus  Vaccines.  —  The  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations  (S.R.  & 
O.  771,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id.) 
recently  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  which  come  into  force  on  June  i,  has 
the  effect  of  modifying  the  present  prohibi- 
tion on  the  use  of  live  abortus  vaccines,  so 
as  to  permit  animals  belonging  to  herds  to 
be  vaccinated  with  these  vaccines,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  with  vaccines  approved  by  him. 

Employment  of  Women. — The  Minister 
of  Labour  and  National  Service  has  issued 
an  Amending  Order  to  the  Employment  of 
Women  (Control  of  Engagement)  Order, 
which  came  into  force  on  May  4,  the 
principal  amendment  being  the  extension 
of  the  scope  of  the  Order  to  include  women 
of  eighteen  and  nineteen  years  of  age. 
Girls  of  these  ages  will  thus,  in  general,  be 
required  to  obtain  their  employment 
through  a  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  employers  will  only  be  able  to 
engage  them  through  a  local  office.

Export  Licensing. — Under  the  Export  of 
Goods  (Control)  (No.  22)  Order  (S.R.  &  O. 
783),  which  comes  into  force  on  May  19, 
licences  will  in  future  be  required  to  export 
goods  of  every  description  to  Spain  (including 
the  Canary  Islands  and  the  Spanish  zone  of 
Morocco),  Portugal  (including  Madeira,  the 
Azores  and  the  Cape  Verde  Islands), 
Turkey  (including  the  Hatay),  Iraq,  Tan- 
gier zone,  Liberia,  Portuguese  Guinea, 
Andorra,  Rio  de  Oro,  and  to  any  port  or 
destination  in  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics.  Under  this  Order,  all  destina- 
tions classified  "  C  "  will  be  transferred  to 
the  list  of  destinations  to  which  the  export 
of  all  goods  is  controlled,  and  all  items  in 
the  Schedule  of  controlled  goods  against 
which  the  letter  "  C  "  appears  should 
accordingly  be  deleted. 

Preston  C.F.  Resolution. — Preston  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  on 
April  21,  was  addressed  by  Mr.  H.  Stein- 
man,  Manchester  (a  member  of  the  N.P.U. 
executive).  Mr.  Steinman  enumerated  the 
helpful  activities  of  the  N.P.U.  before 
concentrating  on  the  principal  subject  of 
the  meeting  :  The  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme.  He  stated  that  60  to  70  per  cent, 
of  the  total  sales  of  proprietary  medicines 
was  through  the  15,000  chemists  in  business. 
After  a  long  discussion  the  following 
resolution  was  passed  :  "  That  this  Branch 
is  in  favour  of  the  new  C.F.  agreement  and 
will  use  all  means  to  get  full  support  for  it 
in  the  area." 

National  Service. — The  Central  Pharma- 
ceutical War  Committee  is  making  the 
strongest  representations  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  giving  a  decision  on  the  following 
matters  :  (i)  Recommendation  of  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  as 
the  authority  to  give  permission  to  women 
pharmacists  and  women  dispensers  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-one  to 
change  their  employment  ;  (2)  reservation 
of  "  drug  women  "  who  are  registered 
under  the  National  Service  Acts  ;  (3)  com- 
pulsory census  of  all  staffs  of  retail  estab- 
lishments. The  Committee  have  now  had 
all  the  recommendations  from  district  com- 
mittees and  in  about  90  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  have  adopted  the  recommendations, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  men  concerned. 
In  considering  the  cases  of  men  in  wholesale 
houses,  the  Ministry  of  Labour  has  asked 
whether  pharmacists  engaged  on  office  work 
can  properly  be  classified  as  pharmacists. 
The  Committee  is  seeking  to  establish  with 
the  Ministry_^of  Labour  the  principle  that  a 


pharmacist  is  still  "  occupied  "  as  a  phar- 
macist so  long  as  he  is  dealing  with  drugs, 
even  if  he  is  dealing  with  them  only  "  on 
paper." 

Birkenhead  Vote  on  Central  Dispensary.— 

Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Assoc - 
tion  is  taking  a  plebiscite  of  members  on  a 
proposal,  outlined  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
C.  &>  D.,  to  establish  a  central  dispensary 
to  function  on  Thursday  evenings  and 
Sundays. 

British  Association  of  Chemists. — At  a 

meeting  in  Newcastle  of  members  of  the 
British  Association  of  Chemists  it  was 
decided  to  form  a  provincial  North-eastern^ 
section.  Mr.  J.  H.  Robson  (managing 
director,  John  H.  Robson  &  Co.,  Newburn) 
was  elected  chairman  and  Mr.  J.  Keaton, 
Benton,  secretary. 

Manchester  Junior  Officers. — At  a  meeting 
of  the  executive  of  the  Junior  Branch  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association 
held  on  May  7,  the  following  officers  were 
elected.

Inquest.^ — "  Death  from  misadventure  ' 
was  the  verdict  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyn( 
coroner  at  the  inquest  on  a  boy  aged  thre* 
years  who  died  after  drinking  oil  of  winter 
green  from  a  bottle  he  found  in  a  neighbour' 
house.  The  coroner  said  that  although  thi 
is  not  a  scheduled  poison,  the  maximun 
medicinal  dose  is  only  a  small  one,  abou 
five  drops.  He  said  the  boy  must  hav 
drunk  about  one  ounce  of  the  oil  (methj; 
salicylate)  and  there  had  been  reportei 
cases  of  one  ounce  proving  fatal  to  adults.

•st  (a  member  of  the  Society's  Council) 
n    gave    an    address    on    "  Post-war 
constructions  in  Retail  Pharmacy."  Mr. 
■st  limited  his  references  to  five  weak- 
ses  set  out  in  Part  2  of  the  report  of  the 
nmittee  of  Inquiry.    The  first,  the  low 
nover  of  the  majority  of  independent 
inesses,  could,  he  said,  be  attributed 
inly    to    too   many    small  proprietors 
ning  branch  shops  and  thereby  taking 
iness  away  from  one  another.  Some 
n  of  control  in  the  opening  of  businesses 
)harmacy  was  the  only  way  to  overcome 
I  difficulty.    The  same  reasons  had  an 
ct  upon  the  falling  rate  of  profit.  In  order 


that  chemists  could  assess  their  businesses 
correctly  when  taking  stock,  particularly 
in  the  war  years,  Mr.  Hirst  suggested  that 
they  should  show  quite  clearly  how  much 
of  the  takings  was  covered  by  purchase  tax. 
Mr.  Hirst  suggested  the  small  proportion 
of  dispensing  and  the  extent  of  non- 
pharmaceutical  business  was  exaggerated 
somewhat  by  some  chemists  stocking  non- 
pharmaceutical  lines.  He  further  stressed 
the  greater  need  for  chemists  in  business  to 
have  more  actual  business  knowledge. 
The  inadequate  remuneration  of  employed 
pharmacists  was  a  problem  less  acute  than 
formerly,  as  the  many  assistants  employed 
by  the  combines,  including  the  co-operative 
societies,  had  in  effect  gained  a  stronger 
position,  as  it  would  be  extremely  difficult 
for  the  employers  to  carry  on  should  their 
assistants  join  together  in  a  demand  for 
increased  wages. 

Nicotine  Poisoning. — At  an  inquest  in 
Richhill,  CO.  Armagh,  recently,  on  Gerald 
O'Neill  (aged  fourteen),  it  was  stated  that 
he  was  engaged  with  others  in  spraying 
strawberry  plants  on  the  day  before  his 
death  and  it  was  his  duty  to  take  nicotine 
from  a  one-gallon  tin  and  put  it  into  the 
sprayer.  O'Neill  told  a  companion  he  had 
spilled  some  of  the  nicotine  on  a  leg  of  his 
trousers.  Ten  minutes  later  the  boy  said 
his  head  was  very  light  and  he  thought  he 
would  go  home.  At  the  time  of  the  incident 
the  weather  was  very  warm,  and  the  tin  of 
nicotine  was  in  the  open.  Medical  evidence 
stated  death  was  caused  by  nicotine 
poisoning.    An  open  verdict  was  recorded. 

Mayo  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The 

quarterly  meeting  of  the  Mayo  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  held  on  April  23, 
the  president  (Mr.  G.  C.  Hewson)  in  the 
chair.  A  vote  of  sympathy  with  Mr.  Stack, 
Westport  (on  account  of  a  recent  accident) 
proposed  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Adamson  and  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  J.  J.  Cahill,  was  passed 
unanimously.  Discussion  took  place  on  the 
work  of  provincial  organisation,  and  it  was- 
decided  to  postpone  meetings  with  this 
object  until  transport  facilities  became  more 
favourable.  It  was  felt  that  valuable  pre- 
liminary work  had  been  done,  and  it  was 
hoped  that  chemists  in  Roscommon  and 
Leitrim  would  carry  on  the  work  of  organ- 
isation in  their  own  areas.  A  request  by  the 
secretary  that  each  town  .should  appoint  its 
own  secretary  to  deal  with  correspondence, 
and  thus  lighten  secretarial  work,  was 
acceded  to,  and  Messrs.  A.  O'Malley  and 
C.  Doherty  were  appointed  honorary  secre- 
taries in  Castlebar  and  Westpart. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Vitatone. — At  Wolverhampton,  recently, 
Edwin  Blakemore  &  Sons,  Worcester 
Street,  were  summoned  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  for  having  sold  an  article 
"  Vitatone  "  the  label  of  which  falsely 
described  it  or  was  calculated  to  mislead. 
Mr.  A.  Morgan,  who  prosecuted,  said  that 
two  bottles  of  the  non-alcoholic  tonic 
which  appeared  from  the  label  to  be  "a 
complete  panacea  "  were  found  to  be  99-6 
per  cent,  tap  water. 

Mr.  Morgan  said  it  was  not  suggested 
that  defendants  had  purposely  endeavoured 
to  foist  the  article  on  the  public,  but  that 
they  took  no  steps  to  see  that  the  tonic 
was  what  it  claimed  to  be. 

The  tonic  was  described  as  a  nerve  and 
body  builder,  and  a  restorative  for  various, 
ailments.  A  dose  of  half  a  wine-glass  once 
a  day  was  prescribed.  Mr.  F.  G.  D.  Chalmers, 
the  borough  analyst,  said  he  found  that  the 
preparation  contained  a  less  quantity  of 
mineral  salts  than  many  drinking  waters. 
For  the  defence,  it  was  stated  that  the  firm 
could  not  be  expected  to  do  more  than  it 
had  done.  They  retailed  the  tonic  in  good 
faith. 

The  Stipendiary  (Mr.  B.  G.  Grimley)  said 
he  was  not  blaming  Blakemore  &  Sons 
in  one  respect,  and  accepted  their  statement 
that  they  did  not  know  they  were  selling 
something  that  did  not  come  up  to  the 
label,  but  there  were  certain  precautions 
they  ought  to  have  taken.  He  fined  the 
firm 

Means  to  Pay. — Two  former  directors  of 
Woodlands  Chemists,  Ltd.,  and  of  Price, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Woking,  who  were  recently 
fined  for  cosmetic  quota  offences,  appeared 
at  Woking  Police  Court  on  May  2  for 
inquiries  as  to  means  to  pay.  W.  H. 
Johnstone,  who  was  represented  by  Mr. 
C.  G.  A.  Cowan,  said  that  on  December  17 
at  Woking  he  was  fined  ;^i,5oo,  of  which 
iT^o  had  been  paid,  and  at  the  Guildhall, 
London,  he  was  fined  10,000  on  March  12. 
The  day  after  the  ;^io,ooo  fine  he  filed  his 
petition  in  bankruptcy.  He  had  been 
adjudged  bankrupt.  A  statement  of  affairs 
showed  that  apart  from  the  two  fines  his 
only  other  creditor  was  income  tax  £<b-i. 
and  his  assets  were  then  19>=^.  All  his 
assets  had  been  taken,  including  his  personal 
effects,  watch,  cigarette  case  and  other 
goods.  In  consequence  of  his  bankruptcy 
he  was  no  longer  a  director  of  Woodlands 
Chemists.  He  had  received  £950  a  year  from 
that  company  and  Price's  and  his  agree- 


ment had  three  years  to  run.   He  had  ncj 
means  with  which  to  pay  the  i'j^o.  Mrj 
Cowan  stated  that  it  was  not  a  question  o:I 
Johnstone  filing  his  petition  to  evade  th(| 
fine.    The  Guildhall  case  was  now  undeij 
appeal.  Mr.  Cowan  submitted  that  as  therJ 
were  no  means  Johnstone  should  not  b(f 
sent  to  prison.  The  magistrates  stated  theij 
could  not  accept  the  argument  and  ordere( 
that  unless  the  balance  of  the  fine  was  pair 
within  twenty-eight  days  Johnstone  musj 
go  to  prison  for  three  months.— Mr.  Cowaij 
gave  notice  of  appeal  and  the  Bench  fixej 
a  surety  of  £^2^  for  Johnstone's  appearance 
The   other   ex-director   concerned  wal 
Harry  M.  Levin,  who  said  he  had  pail

fines  imposed  at  Woking  still  due.  Levi!

I       MEANING  OF  "SUPERVISION" 


In  an  action  brought  at  Barnsley,  on 
April  30,  Littlewoods  Mail  Order  Stores, 
Ltd.,  Cases  Street,  Liverpool,  were  sum- 
moned for  selling  at  their  branch  in  Cheap- 
side,  Barnsley,  poisons  otherwise  than 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist.  The  poisons  concerned  were 
strychnine  in  syrup  of  hypophosphites,  and 
hyoscyamine  in  vegetable  laxative  tablets. 

Mr.  Bramley,  prosecuting  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  said  it  was  only 
recently  that  Messrs.  Littlewoods  had  taken 
up  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  counters  in  their 
stores  were  all  open  to  the  public.  Pur- 
chasers came  along,  picked  up  any  article 
they  desired,  asked  its  price,  and  paid  for 
it.  Customers  were  mostly  served  by  young 
girls  ;  no  receipt  was  given,  and  it  was 
purely  a  cash  transaction. 

Poisons  Sold  by  Young  Girl 

An  inspector  of  the  Society  (Mr.  W.  R. 
Roberts)  entered  the  defendants'  store,  went 
;o  the  drug  counter,  and  picked  up  the  two 
Dottles  which  formed  the  subject  of  the 
summonses.   There  was  only  a  young  girl 
it  the  counter,  and  she  served  Mr.  Roberts, 
ilthough  he  had  never  been  in  the  store 
Dcfore,   and  she  could  not  possibly  say 
vhether  he  was  a  fit  and  proper  person  to 
)urchase  the  poison.  After  he  had  made  his 
mrchase  he  asked  to  see  the  registered 
)harmacist.    According  to  the  certificate 
irhich  was  displayed,  this  was  Mr.  , Philip 
Itanley  Glover.    He  was  told  that  Mr. 
ilover  was  in  the  stock-room,  and  after 
bout    five    minutes    he    appeared.  Mr. 
Roberts  then  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Glover, 
,s  the  registered  pharmacist,  should  have 
>een  present  at  the  sale.  Mr.  Glover  seemed 
0  agree  with  this,  but  said  that  he  had  been 
istructed  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
rm  that  it  would  be  sufficient  if  he  were 
n  the  premises.  The  crux  of  the  case,  said 
Ir.  Bramley,  lay  in  the  meaning  of  the 
i^ord  "  supervision."  The  supervision  must 
e  personal  even  though  the  word  "  per- 
onal  "  did  not  appear  in  the  section  of  the 
ct.  One  could  not  supervise  a  thing  if  one 
id  not  see  it. 
After  the  inspector  of  the  Society  (Mr. 
V.  R.  Roberts)  had  given  evidence,  Mr. 
appworth,  for  the  defendants,  asked  Mr. 
Roberts  if,  when  a  chemist  went  into  a 
Dom  to  make  up  a  prescription  he  should 
ose  his  shop.  Mr.  Roberts  replied  that  he 
ould  suggest  that  before  selling  a  poison 
16  assistant  should  refer  to  the  chemist. 


Mr.  Pappworth  :  The  interpretation  you 
put  on  the  Section  is  that  the  registered 
pharmacist  must  actually  be  present  and 
see  the  sale? — ^He  must  be  present,  know  of 
it,  or  be  told  of  it  either  by  the  salesman  or 
the  purchaser. 

Sold  in  Normal  Way 

Mr.  Pappworth  said  this  was  not  a  case 
where  an  unqualified  assistant  had  made  up 
a  prescription.  The  articles  sold  were 
standard  medicines  received  by  the  firm  in 
sealed  bottles,  they  were  properly  labelled 
and  they  were  sold  over  the  counter  in  the 
normal  way.  In  circumstances  such  as  had 
been  described  it  seemed  almost  frivolous 
to  ask  whether  there  had  been  supervision, 
but  this  was  a  case  of  great  practical  im- 
portance to  anyone  who  carried  on  a  chem- 
ist's business.  It  was  even  more  so  in  these 
days  when  there  was  a  shortage  of  labour 
and  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
getting  qualified  chemists.  If  the  interpre- 
tation which  Mr.  Roberts,  or  the  Society, 
placed  upon  the  regulations  were  accepted 
it  would  mean  that  an  absurd  position 
would  aripe.  It  would  niean,  in  effect,  that 
the  qualified  chemist  would  have  to  be 
glued  to  the  counter  so  long  as  these  goods 
were  being  sold — or  else  close  down  the 
poisons  section.  The  dictionary  definition 
of  the  word  "  supervision  "  was  :  "to  see, 
to  over-see,  to  overlook  and  superintend." 
Could  it  be  said  that  a  shopkeeper  did  not 
supervise  his  business  because  he  might  be 
engaged  for  a  short  time,  even  outside  the 
shop? 

Mr.  Bramley  said  he  had  never  suggested 
that  a  registered  chemist  should  be  glued  to 
the  counter.  His  suggestion  was  that  if  any- 
one came  to  purchase  poison  and  the 
qualified  chemist  was  absent,  the  customer 
should  be  asked  to  wait  until  he  came  back.  ' 
Poisons  were  the  whole  point  of  this  case, 
and  if  parties  desired  to  sell  dangerous 
poisons  they  must  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law.  In  his  submission  it  was 
quite  easy  for  a  firm  to  comply  with  the 
regulations. 

The  Bench,  by  a  majority  decision,  dis- 
missed the  charges,  holding  that  the  sales 
took  place  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  chemist,  and  agreed  to  state  a  case.

Bankruptcy. — William  Henry  John- 
stone.— Heavy  fines,  shown  as  debts 
which  might  be  liquidated  by  serving 
imprisonment,  were  the  outstanding  feature 
of  the  public  examination  at  the  Guildford 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  May  5.  Statement  of 
affairs  showed  liabilities,  expected  to  rank, 
amounting  to  £\i,^yz,  and  assets  estimated 
to  realise  ^85.  The  liabilities  included  a 
;^io,ooo  fine  and  £1$  15s.  costs  at  the 
Guildhall  Police  Court,  £t50  balance  of  a 
fine  of  ;^i,50o  imposed  at  the  Woking  Police 
Court,  and  £ys^  due  to  A.  H.  Price  (Whole- 
sale Chemists),  Ltd.,  which  they  paid  on 
his  behalf,  and  a  further  ;^I5  15s.  costs. 
The  only  other  liability  disclosed  was  £6^ 
in  respect  of  income  tax  for  the  year  ending 
April  I,  1942.  Debtor  said  he  had  had  two 
examinations  at  the  Guildhall  and  at  Wok- 
ing, and  as  a  result  no  further  assets  had 
been  disclosed.  He  qualified  as  a  chemist 
in  1911,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  for  some  years.  He  was 
not  at  the  moment  because  he  had  not  paid 
his  fees.  He  had  never  been  in  business  on 
his  own  account,  but  had  always  been  in 
employment.  In  April  1924  a  Receiving 
Order  was  made  against  him  in  the  High 
Court.  His  liabilities  were  ;^i,348  ;  no 
assets  were  disclosed  and  none  was  realised. 
He  was  granted  his  discharge,  subject  to  a 
three  months'  suspension,  in  June  1927. 
His  failure  then  was  partly  due  to  extrava- 
gance and  heavy  interest  on  borrowed 
money,  but  mainly  to  loss  on  a  deal. 


About   July    1936   he    was  appointed 
manager  of  one  of  the  retail  chemists' 
businesses  owned  by  Woodlands  Chemists, 
Ltd.,  and  in  the  following  September  he 
was  transferred  to  the  head  office  and 
appointed  a  director  and  general  managej 
at  a  salary  of  £()  a  week.   By  agreemeni 
dated  January  18,  1939,  he  was  appointee 
managing  director  for  a  period  of  five  yean 
at  £6^0,  a  salary  later  increased  to  £j^(i 
per  annum.   He  also  received  ;^ioo  a  yeai 
directors'  fees.    Subsequently  the  publi( 
company  acquired  and  controlled  the  retai 
chemists'  business  carried  on  by  A.  H 
Price,  Chemists,  Ltd.,  Woking,  and  debto: 
was  appointed  a  director  of  that  company 
The  name  was  changed  to  A.  H.  Price 
Wholesale  Chemists,  Ltd.,  but  he  held  n< 
shares  in  that  concern,  nor  did  he  receivi 
any  salary,  although  he  had  directors'  fee 
amounting  to  ;^ioo  a  year.  At  the  time  o 
filing  his  petition  he  had  500  2s.  shares  ii 
Woodlands  Chemists,  Ltd.    As  managini 
director  of  Woodlands  his  activities  wer 
confined  to  management  and  he  did  no 
attend  to  the  sales  side.   As  a  director  o 
Messrs.    Price     he    took    charge   of  th 
manufacturing  side.   In  December  1941  h

Debtor  stated  he  was  not  liab- 
to  Price's  for  the  fine  paid  on  his  behal 
At  Woking  Police  Court  he  had  been  tol 
he  must  pay  in  twenty-eight  days  or  go  1 
prison  for  three  months.    The  Registn 
said  it  was  likely  there  would  also  be  son 
alternative  in  the  case  of  the  ^10,000  fin 
and  they  had  the  position  of  debts  whicHi 
might  be  liquidated.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Chemistry  as  a  Profession 

In  a  thoughtful  address  from  the  chair 
of  the  British  Association  of'  Chemists, 
London  Section  (p.  513),  Mr.  W.  C.  Peck 
has  discussed  with  moderation  and  candour 
the  relation  of  professional  chemists  to  the 
community.  In  his  search  for  what  may 
be  called  a  structural  formula — a  guiding 
principle  or  set  of  principles — he  has  sur- 
veyed the  ground  thoroughly.  Members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  can  sympathise 
with  him  in  his  reference  to  "  the  onerous 
duty  imposed  on  certain  societies  by  the 
obligation  of  publishing  technical  litera- 
ture," a  task  involving  a  perennial  drain  on 
the  funds  of  every  learned  body.  The 
suggestion  of  federating  the  chemical 
institutions  named  by  him  (including  "  all 
other  societies  ")  under  "  a  main  body  " 
comes,  I  suppose,  too  late  to  be  practical 
politics.  Pharmacy  has  allied  itself  closely 
with  medicine  in  its  curriculum  of  study, 
and  the  alliance  promises  to  become  closer. 
That,  however,  need  not  prevent  a  frequent 
interchange  of  views  between  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  bodies  referred  to 
by  Mr.  Peck  ;  and  when  the  Society's  new 
premises  are  completed  some  of  these  bodies 
may  with  advantage  be  invited  to  hold 
scientific  meetings  there.  I  have  failed  to 
find  in  the  address  any  specific  reference  to 
pharmacy  as  a  profession  with  a  high 
standard  of  technical  knowledge  :  however 
usual  this  may  be  in  pronouncements  made 
on  behalf  of  "  pure  "  chemists,  it  is  none 
the  less  regrettable.  The  speaker's  definition 
of  science  suggests  haste.  It  reminds  one 
of  a  type  of  unfinished  road  of  which  we 
have  read,  beginning  as  a  highway  but 
narrowing  down  to  a  squirrel  track  and 
ending  at  a  tree.  The  phrase  "  to  discover 
how  things  work  as  causal  systems  "  will 
not  bear  examination.  We  do  not  know 
what  "  things  in  themselves  "  are. 

Looking  Forward 

The  "  Observations  on  the  Future  of 
Pharmacy  "  made  by  two  contributors  on 
pp.  496-97  merit  careful  reading.  Both 
writers  are  obvioasly  in  earnest,  and  each 
has  remedies  to  propound  for  present 
discontents.  Not  everyone  will  agree  with 
the  diagnosis  of  "  the  factors  that  have 
worsened  the  position  "  offered  by  Mr.  E.  M. 
Williams.  Compulsory  membership  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  given  a  jar  to 
some  ideas  of  individual  freedom  ;  yet  it 
has  had  the  advantage  of  bringing  into  close 


relation  with  the  community  the  qualified 
people  who,  having  obtained  the  requisite 
certificate,  used  to  wash  their  hands  of  ♦ 
pharmacy  as  an  organised  vocation  and  go 
their  own  way  without  regard  to  their 
colleagues.  Again,  is  "  the  appointment  of 
qualified  chemists  as  poisons  inspectors  " 
an  unmixed  evil  ?  Does  not  the  pharmacist 
who  inspects  a  pharmacy  know  more  of 
what  he  is  talking  about  than  the  policeman 
caricatured  in  the  C.  &  D.  soon  after  the 
first  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  came  into  force  ? 
Your  other  contributor  remarks  that  the 
greatest  enemies  of  the  "  private  "  phar- 
macist are  co-operative  societies  and  chain 
stores,  and  fears  that  pharmacy  "  may 
become  the  most  remarkable  flop  in  the 
history  of  professional  organisations."  This 
point  of  view  is  not  altogether  new  ;  each 
of  the  writers,  however,  has  boldly  put 
forward  in  addition  certain  suggestions  for 
bringing  about  an  improvement  in  the 
situation.  These  are  for  the  most  part 
practicable. 

Concrete  Suggestions 

The  five  suggestions  of  Mr.  Williams  and 
the  six  of  "  Newly  Qualified  "  may  be  read 
as  a  single  series.  Mr.  Williams  puts  his 
main  emphasis  on  the  professional  aspect  : 
he  would  go  so  far  as  to  banish  what  he 
calls  "  odds  and  ends  "  to  premises  separate 
from  the  pharmacy.  The  cost  of  this  step 
would  only  be  recoverable,  I  believe,  in 
businesses  with  a  large  turnover  ;  but  in 
any  case  I  agree  with  the  idea  that  a 
pharmacy  should  look  like  a  pharmacy, 
externally  and  internally.  The  stuffing  of 
fixtures  with  proprietary  goods  to  the 
detriment  of  shop  rounds  has  gone  further 
than  can  be  defended  without — or  even 
with — special  pleading.  Similarly,  he  would 
institute  a  power  of  veto  on  the  activities 
of  pharmacists  who  work  for  "  a  firm  "  (a 
general  term  in  this  connexion,  I  presume) 
engaged  in  "  transactions  adversely  affect- 
ing the  profession."  Whether  such  activities 
can  amount  to  misconduct  coming  within 
the  purview  of  the  Statutory  Committee 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  I  do  not 
know  ;  but  it  appears  to  be  possible.  In 
the  six  suggestions  that  end  the  second 
article  the  emphasis  is  on  collaboration 
(i)  between  pharmacists  and  (2)  between 
associations  of  pharmacists  and  branches 
of  the  British  Medical  Association.  Neither 
of  your  contributors  deals  with  the  problem 
of  regulating  drug  stores.  Xnyser 
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NORTH  BRITISH  EXECUTIVE  MEETING 


A  MEETING  of  the  executive  of  the  North 
British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
.  Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  April  29, 
Mr.  W.  F.  Hay  in  the  chair.  The  chairman 
welcomed  the  president,  and  said  members 
had  expected  to  have  Mr.  Linstead  with 
them,  but  Mr.  Linstead  was  trying  his  hand 
in  the  political  arena  and  his  time  was  fully 
occupied  ;  he  had  promised,  however,  to 
come  North  as  early  in  May  as  possible. 
Pharmacists  would  be  pleased  to  have  Mr. 
Linstead  a  Member  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, and  he  thought  the  Executive  should 
send  him  their  best  wishes  for  his  success. 

A  list  of  divisional  secretaries  for  appoint- 
ment by  the  Council  for  1943  was  approved. 

Letter  on  Council  Election 

Notice  was  read  that  an  Order  in  Council 
from  the  Privy  Council  provided  that  no 
election  of  members  of  the  Society's  Council 
should  be  held  in  the  year  1942.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Executive  should  follow  the 
procedure  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Post-war  Hospital  Policy 

The  resident  secretary  reported  that  a 
preliminary  meeting  of  a  subcommittee  on 
post-war  hospital  policy  appointed  on 
March  18  had  been  held  on  April  22.  Mr. 
Drummond  (a  member  of  a  study  group 
under  the  British  Medical  Association)  and 
Mr.  Perrins  (chief  pharmacist  in  a  large 
hospital)  had  been  co-opted  to  the  Com- 
mittee and  had  attended  the  meeting.  Dr. 
McCall  had  accepted  an  invitation  to 
become  a  member  ;  it  was  thought  also  that 
someone  from  the  West  of  Scotland  might 
be  co-opted.  The  findings  of  the  committee 
would  be  reported  to  the  Executive  in  due 
course.  Mr.  Guthrie  suggested  Mr.  A.  Taylor 
as  a  suitable  member,  and  the  suggestion 
met  with  the  full  approval  of  the  West  of 
Scotland  members.  Mr.  Culbert  suggested 
that  the  Glasgow  Branch  of  the  Society 
should  get  in  touch  with  the  local  B.M.A. 
stud3''-group  secretary,  with  a  view  to 
having  pharmacy  represented  in  the  group. 

Committee  of  Inquiry  Reports 

The  chairman  thought  the  only  way  of 
dealing  with  the  reports  of  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  was  to  appoint  a  small  committee, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  this  should  be  done 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive. 

Pamphlet  on  War-time  Prescribing 

Discussion  took  place  on  a  pamphlet 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  dealing 


with  war-time  prescribing  and  recommend- 
ing the  use  of  substances  in  the  National 
War  Formulary.  Several  members  com- 
plained that  this  pamphlet  had  been  issued 
only  to  doctors  and  not  to  pharmacists, 
whom  it  equally  affected.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  matter  should  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee. 

N.H.I.  Terms 

Mr.  Bennett  said  it  was  impossible  to  give 
details  regarding  the  negotiations  with  the 
Department  of  Health  for  improved  terms 
of  service  for  chemists  under  contract  with 
Insurance  Committees.  The  position  was 
still  uncertain,  and  he  felt  that  he  could  not 
enlarge  upon  the  matter  until  a  report  had 
been  submitted  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

British  Honduras  Unit 

The  resident  secretary  said  that  a  letter 
had  been  received  from  the  Department  of 
Health  intimating  that  the  Department 
would  like  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
medical  treatment  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines for  men  employed  in  camps  by  the 
British  Honduras  Unit,  similar  to  those 
already  in  force  for  men  employed  by  the 
Newfoundland  Forestry  Unit,  and  inviting 
the  co-operation  of  panel  chemists.  The 
Department  had  been  informed  that  the 
Standing  Committee  agreed  to  the  proposal. 

Sale  of  Methylated  Spirit 

Mr.  Culbert  asked  whether,  if  a  purchaser 
signed  a  form  for  the  purchase  of  methylated 
spirit,  the  chemist  had  to  supply,  even  if  he 
felt  that  it  would  be  put  to  an  improper  use. 
Mr.  Hay  said  that  the  moral  obligation  was 
to  consider  the  patient.  Mr.  Bennett  said 
that  a  person  who  was  licensed  to  sell 
methylated  spirit  could  not  refuse  to  sell.

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Scabies. — Replying  to  Mr.  Ammon,  on 
May  7,  Mr.  E.  Brown,  Minister  of  Health, 
said  he  had  decided  to  publish  a  White 
Paper  on  the  prevcilence  and  control  of 
scabies.  It  would  be  available  to  the 
House  early  the  following  week. 

R.A.F.  Dispensers. — Mr.  Oliver  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Air,  on  May  5,  what 
steps  were  being  taken  to  use  the  profes- 
sional skill  of  qualified  chemists  now  in  the 
service  as  dispensers  in  the  Royal  Air 
Force  ;  and  whether  he  was  aware  that  this 
important  work  was,  in  a  large  number  of 
cases,  performed  by  unqualified  persons 
with  little  or  no  experience  of  pharmacy. 

Sir  A.  Sinclair  :  The  requirements  of  the 
Royal  Air  Force  are  already  adequately  met 
by  the  employment  of  qualified  chemists  in 
posts  where  this  is  justified  by  the  volume 
and  complexity  of  dispensing  work. 

Anti-mosquito  Measures. — Asked  by  Mr. 
Douglas,  on  April  30,  what  steps  he  had 
taken  or  proposed  to  take  to  prevent  mos- 
quitoes from  breeding  in  open  tanks  and 
reservoirs  of  static  water  kept  for  fire- 
fighting,  the  Home  Secretary  (Mr.  H. 
Morrison)  said  :  After  consultation  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  instructions  have 
been  issued  on  measures  to  prevent  some 
mosquitoes  from  breeding  in  water  storage 
tanks  provided  for  fire-fighting  purposes. 


Representations  by  Pharmaceutical 
Society. — Sir  H.  Williams  asked  the  Minis 
ter  of  Health,  on  May  7,  what  representa- 
tions had  been  made  to  him  on  October 
14,  ig4i,  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
respect  of  the  adequacy  of  the  supply  of 
drugs  to  hospitals,  doctors,  and  chemists  ; 
and  whether  he  was  aware  that  this  ade- 
quate supply  was  being  prejudiced  by  the 
distribution  of  pre-packed  drugs  by  chain 
stores. 

Mr.  E.  Brown:  I  received  a  letter  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  dated  October 
14,  1941,  urging  that,  as  and  when  shortages 
of  medical  substances  occurred,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  these  sub- 
stances were  first  supplied  to  those  whole- 
salers and  manufacturers  the  bulk  of  whose 
business  lies  in  supplying  pharmacists  in 
retail  business,  hospitals,  and  doctors.  I 
am  not  prepared  to  admit  the  implication 
in  the  last  part  of  the  question,  but  I  am 
carefully  considering,  in  consultation  with 
the  Minister  of  Supply,  the  question  of 
further  restricting  the  supply  of  essential 
drugs  to  essential  medical  purposes. 

Sir  H.  Williams :  In  view  of  the  great 
interest  in  this  question,  will  the  right  hon. 
gentleman  send  a  copy  to  the  electors  of 
Putney,  whose  loyalty  is  now  (see  p.  541) 
divided  between  the  War  Cabinet  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  ?

— At  66,  Palace  Court,  Bayswater, 
London,  W.,  on  April  29,  Mr.  P.  Felix  Berk, 
aged  sixty-one,  chairman  of  F.  W.  Berk  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers.  Com- 
monwealth House,  New  Oxford  Street, 
London,  W.i.  Born  in  London  in  1880, 
Mr.  Berk  was  educated  at  the  Abbey  School, 
Beckenham,  and  in  Germany.  He  studied 
business  methods  in  Germany,  Holland  and 
France,  returning  in  1898  to  England  to 
enter  the  business  of  F.  W.  Berk  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
Felix  Berk  was  a  man  of  rare  gifts.  He 
combined  in  a  magnetic  personality  un- 
bounded courage  and  keen  foresight,  and 
throughout  his  life  he  devoted  these  gifts 
to  expanding  the  business  of  the  company. 
In  1924,  on  the  death  of  his  uncle,  Mr. 
F.  W.  Berk,  he  became  chairman  of  the 
company,  which  office  he  filled  until  his 
death.  He  spoke  French,  German  and 
Dutch  almost  as  well  as  he  did  English,  and 
enjoyed,  by  reason  of  his  personal  charm, 
combined  with  this  linguistic  ability,  a 
popularity  unique  in  continental  business 
circles.  He  was  particularly  interested  in 
air  transport,  using  it  whenever  possible  in 
his  world-wide  travels.  As  long  ago  as 
1929  he  foresaw  the  trend  of  political 
developments  in  Europe  and  with  character- 
istic energy  decided  to  establish  an 
associated  business  in  the  United  States. 
This  plan  could  only  be  put  into  execution 
with  great  difficulty  because  of  the  economic 
crises  which  then  arose,  but  despite  all 
difficulties  and  largely  owing  to  his  un- 
remitting toil,  F.  W.  Berk  &  Co.,  Inc., 
New  York,  of  which  he  was  president,  is 
now  a  firmly  established  undertaking.

Pharmacists  in  Parliament 

N  this  country  and  throughout  the  Empire 
)harmacists  will  congratulate  Mr.  Hugh 
sT.  Linstead  on  his  election  (see  p.  541)  to 
Parliament  as  representative  of  Putney, 
^ondon,  S.W.,  and  wish  him  the  success  his 
)utstanding  abilities  deserve.  He  is  the 
ixth  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
)f  Great  Britain  to  achieve  this  distinction 
Q  recent  times,  the  others  being  Sir  Dymoke 
Vhite,  Mr.  W.  E.  Woolley.  Mr.  W.  W. 
Vakefield,  the  late  Sir  William  Glyn 
ones  and  the  late  Mr.  H.  W.  Bennett. 
?here  will  now  be  at  least  four  members 
if  the  House  of  Commons  who  can  speak 
nth  authority  when  pharmaceutical  sub- 
ects  are  being  discussed,  and  we  trust  they 
irill  use  every  endeavour  to  rebut  any 
tatements  detrimental  to  pharmacy  that 
nay  be  made.  On  many  occasions  within 
ecent  memory  a  corrective  has  been  badly 
leeded. 

Arising  out  of  the  usual  controversies 
vhich  take  place  at  election  time  was  a 
etter  of  interest  to  pharmacy  published  in 
'  The  Times,"  May  7,  from  a  "  Putney 
Elector."    The  writer  stated  : 

"  But  the  official  candidate,  it  appears, 
s  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
jociety.  As  such  he  may  be  expected  to 
upport  the  measure  which  that  society  is 


seeking  to  introduce,  and  which  other 
electors  besides  myself  may  regard  as 
the  first  step  towards  turning  the  trade  in- 
to a  restrictive  monopoly  and  therefore 
as  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the 
community." 

A  reply  to  "  Putney  Elector  "  from  Mr. 
Linstead  appeared  in  "  The  Times,"  May  8. 
Mr.  Linstead  said  :  "I  know  of  no  intention 
on  the  part  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  introduce  any  measure  directed  to 
'  turning  the  trade  into  a  restrictive  mono- 
poly.' The  society  has  no  Parliamentary 
measure  of  any  kind  in  preparation  at  the 
present  time.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to 
say  this  categorically  because  the  point  of 
principle  raised  by  your  correspondent  is 
important. 

"  I  can  only  assume  that  he  has  in  mind 
a  letter  from  me  which  you  published  some 
weeks  ago  among  others  dealing  with  the 
return  to  the  guild  system.  Can  I  reassure 
him  by  reminding  him  that  the  essential 
feature  of  the  only  aspect  of  such  a  system 
in  operation  now — the  national  health 
insurance  scheme — carries  with  it,  as  must 
all  such  schemes,  a-  Government  tariff 
determining  all  prices  and  fees  ?  " 

With  the  results  of  the  Society's  recent 
adventures  in  the  legislative  arena  still 
fresh  in  their  minds,  pharmacists  will  be 
glad  to  know  that  no  further  exploits  are 
being  contemplated  at  the  moment. 

Quinine  and  Malaria 

While  it  has  been  officially  stated  that 
supplies  of  quinine  are  adequate  in  this 
country  for  a  reasonable  period,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  strictest  economy  should  be  ob- 
served in  the  use  of  this  alkaloid,  since  the 
principal  sources  of  supply  are  now  cut  off. 

In  this  connexion  it  is  interesting  to  note 
the  views  of  a  correspondent  in  the 
"  Lancet,"  May  2,  p.  545,  that  in  the 
treatment  of  malaria  quinine  can  be  con- 
served by  adopting  minimum  doses  which 
have  been  found  in  practice  to  be  adequate. 
Thus,  according  to  this  correspondent,  it  is 
not  generally  recognised  that  the  amount 
of  quinine  necessary  to  cure  an  attack  of 
malaria  varies  according  to  the  species  of 
parasite  involved.  He  states,  for  instance, 
that  in  Plasmodium  vivax  infections  a  single 
dose  of  quinine  gr.  5  will  abort  an  attack 
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and  gr.  5  once  a  day  for  fifteen  days  will 
effect  a  cure.  Larger  daily  doses,  even  if 
extended  over  a  longer  period,  do  not 
prevent  relapses,  and  this  applies  whether 
the  patient  has  been  infected  by  the  bite 
of  one  mosquito  on  one  occasion  or  by  a 
hundred  infested  mosquitoes  daily  for  a 
week.  So  much  for  primary  infections  ;  in 
relapses  an  even  smaller  daily  dose  for  a 
few  days  is  sufficient.  This  was  noticed 
with  more  than  six  strains  of  P.  vivax. 
The  problem  of  mixed  infections,  however, 
is  rather  different,  but  it  was  found  that 
gr.  10  daily  for  ten  days  was  adequate.  The 
so-called  anti-relapse  treatment  is  con- 
sidered to  be  useless  on  the  grounds  that 
to  give  a  patient  quinine  gr.  10,  20  or  even  30 
once  a  week  in  the  hope  that  it  will  prevent 
a  relapse  in  the  future  does  nothing  but 
make  the  patient  uncomfortable.  These 
remarks  are  based  on  the  quinine  require- 
ments of  persons  returning  to  this  country 
after  having  suffered  from  malaria  in  an 
area  where  it  is  endemic.  In  order  to 
conserve  quinine  it  is  suggested  that  it 
should  not  be  given  until  a  relapse  occurs 
and  then  only  when*the  diagnosis  has  been 
confirmed  by  blood  examination. 

Price-regulated  Goods 

The  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939,  gives  power 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  to  define  by  means  of 
Orders  goods  which  will  be  subject  to  price 
regulation,  i.e.,  goods  to  which  the  principal 
Act  will  apply.  One  such  Order,  covering 
a  wide  range  of  everyday  products,  was 
issued  in  May  1940  (C.  &^D.,  May  18,  1940, 
p.  373),  and  was  amended  in  December  1941 
(C.  &^  D.,  January  10,  1942,  p.  52),  This 
Order  has  now  been  replaced  by  the  Prices 
of  Goods  (Price-Regulated  Goods)  Order, 
1942  (S.R.  cS:  O.,  1942,  No.  794),  which 
came  into  operation  on  May  1 1 . 

Policy  Unchanged 

The  new  Order  does  not  indicate  any 
change  of  policy  on  the  part  of  the  author- 
ities towards  price-regulated  goods,  but 
may  be  described  as  a  consolidation  of 
previous  Orders.  The  Order  consists  essen- 
tially of  a  schedule  of  goods  covered  by  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Act,  based  on  the  previous 
Orders,  but  incorporating  certain  changes. 


Some  additions  are  noted  but  very  few  of  I 
these  concern  the  drug  trade.  In  general 
it  may  be  stated  that  the  principal  difference 
between  the  new  Order  and  the  old  lies  in 
the  method  by  which  the  goods  have  now 
been  defined.  Since  the  original  list  of 
price-regulated  goods  was  drawn  up,  many 
of  the  classes  of  goods  concerned  have  been 
defined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  for  the  purposes  of  purchase  tax, 
•and  an  opportunity  has  been  taken  to 
replace  the  earlier  Order  by  one  which 
adopts,  so  far  as  is  appropriate,  the  same 
classification  and  definitions  of  goods  as  are 
used  for  purchase  tax  purposes.  Purchase 
tax  definitions,  it  is  pointed  out,  are  more 
precise  than  those  in  the  Price-Regulated 
Goods  Order,  they  are  by  now  well  known 
to  traders,  and  in  many  cases  their  exact 
meanings  have  been  interpreted.  It  should 
not  be  assumed,  however,  that  because 
certain  articles  mentioned  in  the  schedule  to 
the  new  Price-Regulated  Goods  Order  have 
been  declared  by  the  Commissioners  ol 
Customs  and  Excise  not  to  be  chargeable 
with  purchase  tax  (e.g.,  certain  drugs)  these 
goods  will  be  free  from  price  regulation. 

Interpretation  of  "Drugs" 

"  Drugs,"  we  are  advised,  is  an  exception 
to  the  rule  that  purchase  tax  definitions 
of  classes  of  goods  may  be  applied  to  the 
new  schedule  of  price-regulated  goods. 
So  far  as  "  drugs  "  are  concerned,  no 
change  has  occurred  in  the  position  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  other 
view  is  taken  than  that  "  drugs,  in  the 
widest  sense  of  the  word,  will  continue  to  be 
liable  to  price  regulation  "  (C.  &>  D., 
January  10,  1942,  p.  52).  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  fact  that  goods  are 
price  regulated  does  not  simply  mean  thai 
the  prices  at  which  they  are  sold  must  be 
computed  in  accordance  with  the  Prices  ol 
Goods  Act.  It  also  means  that  they  are 
subject  to  certain  Orders  made  under  the 
Goods  and  Services  (Price  Control)  Act, 
which  apply  to  all  price-regulated  goods, 
These  Orders  include  the  Price  Controlled 
Goods  (Invoices)  Order,  1941,  and  the  Price 
Controlled  Goods  (Restriction  of  Resale' 
Order,  1942.  Particulars  of  the  new  list  o: 
price-regulated  goods,  in  so  far  as  the  drug 
trade  is  concerned,  will  be  found  on  p.  545 
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Under  the  Prices  of  Goods  (Price-Regu- 
lated Goods)  Order,  1942  (S.R.  &  O.,  1942, 
No.  794),  goods  of  the  description  defined 
in  the  following  schedule  are  price-regulated 
goods  (only  those  articles  of  interest  to  the 
drug  trade  are  given).  The  Order  came 
into  operation  on  May  11  {see  Editorial 
comment,  p.  544)  : — 

Gloves  and  other  handwear. 

Articles  of  china,  porcelain,  earthenware, 
stoneware  and  other  potteryware  of  a  kind  used 
for  domestic  purposes. 

Glassware  of  a  kind  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses and  in  the  preparation  of  or  serving  of 
food  or  drink. 

Glass  articles,  the  following  :  Mirrors  (whether 
framed  or  not).  Shelves,  ftnger-plates,  table- 
tops  and  advertising  tablets  (whether  backed 
with  other  materials  or  not). 

Vacuum  flasks  and  vacuum  jars  of  a  kind 
used  for  domestic  purposes.  Portable  lamps 
and  hand-torches  of  all  descriptions,  and  com- 
ponent parts  thereof  and  accessories  therefor. 

Electric  dry  batteries  of  all  kinds. 

Hair- waving  and  hair-drying  machines. 

Cutlery  suitable  for  domestic  or  personal 
use. 

Photographic  cameras,  photographic  en- 
largers,  projectors  for  sub-standard  film  or  for 
sUdes,  lenses  and  other  component  parts  of 
and  accessories  to  such  cameras,  enlargers  or 
projectors. 

Unexposed   sensitised   photographic  paper, 
cloth,  plates  and  film. 
Field  glasses. 

Fancy  or  household  goods  made  wholly  or 
partly  of  celluloid,  bakelite  or  other  plastic 
material  derived  from  celluloid,  casein,  papier 
mache  or  synthetic  resin,  and  other  fancy  or 
ornamental  articles  of  a  kind  suitable  for  per- 
sonal or  domestic  use  (including  artificial 
flowers,  photograph  frames  and  paper  weights).

Drugs. 

Surgical  dressings  and  appliances. 

Disinfectants  and  medical  substances  and 
chemicals  for  personal  and  domestic  use  (ex- 
cluding medicines  made  up  by  retail  chemists, 
medical  practitioners  and  veterinary  surgeons, 
and  by  hospitals  and  other  similar  institutions) . 

Invalids'  foods  and  requisites  and  infants' 
foods. 

Paper  manufactures,  the  following  :  Diaries, 
calendars,  greeting  cards,  picture  postcards,  and 
other  similar  articles,  notepaper  and  other 
Stationery,  handkerchiefs,  face  and  hand 
toWiels,  papef  serviettes,  and  other  articles  of 
table  or  kitchen  use. 

Pencils,  pens,  fountain  pens,  ink,  drawing  pins 
and  other  stationery  and  of&ce  requisites. 


Crates,  boxes,  bags,  cartons,  bottles  and  other 
containers. 

Bituminous  emulsions  and  solutions  adapted 
for  sticking  fabrics  to  glass,  flexible  substitutes 
for  glass,  liquid  preparations  whether  or  not 
based  on  synthetic  resin,  lacquers,  varnishes  and 
rubber  latex  adapted  for  use  on  glass  as  anti- 
scatter  preparations,  gummed  paper,  strip  and 
adhesive  tape. 

Stretchers,  steel  and  other  protective  helmets 
intended  or  designed  to  meet  war  risks,  respir- 
ators, and  parts  thereof  and  accessories  therefor. 

Paraf&n  oil,  and  kerosene  and  turpentine  sold 
or  agreed  to  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  retail 
transactions  for  domestic  use. 

VITAMIN  C  PREPARATIONS 

Vitamin  C  is  likely  to  remain  comparatively 
stable  in  blackcurrant  puree  and  rose-hip 
syrup  if  kept  in  air-tight  containers  :  this  is 
the  finding  of  Alston  ("  British  Medical 
Journal,"  May  2,  p.  559)  as  a  result  of  tests 
carried  out  at  the  Archway  Hospital, 
London,  on  various  fruit  preparations  con- 
taining vitamin  C.  Concentrations  of  the 
vitamin  tound  in  sixteen  preparations 
immediately  on  opening  the  containers  in 
which  they  had  been  stored  were  as 
follows  : —

The  three  specimens  of  rose-hip  juice 
were  made  by  the  same  person  from  the 
same  recipe,  and  factors  in  the  different 
results  might,  the  author  states,  be  varia- 
tions in  the  amount  of  concentration  by 
boiling  and  the  fact  that  rose-hips  differ  in 
concentration  of  vitamin  C  according  to 
situation  of  growth  and  degree  of  ripeness. 
The  hips  for  the  third  preparation  were 
pulled  in  January,  when  they  were  far  past 
their  best  condition.  The  two  preparations 
of  blackcurrant  puree  were  made  by  the 
same  firm  ;  No.  2  was  from  a  tin  prepared 
for  free  distribution  at  welfare  clinics.

GREAT  BRITAIN 


Meetings  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  were  held 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i, 
on  Tuesday,  May  5,  and  Wednesday,  May  6. 
The  president  occupied  the  chair  and  all  the 
members  were  present  except  the  treasurer 
(Mr.  Hugh  W.  WalHs),  Professor  DiUing  and 
Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell. 

Tuesday's  Session 

It  was  agreed  that  a  letter  of  sympathy 
should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Rowsell,  whose  absence 
was  due  to  the  effect  of  enemy  action  upon 
his  business. 

X-ray  Unit  for  Russia 

A  letter  from  the  Joint  Committee  for 
Soviet  Aid  was  received  inquiring  whether 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  launch 
a  scheme  among  its  members  to  collect 
funds  for  a  mobile  ^r-ray  unit  costing 
^1,500  for  the  Field  Hospitals  of  the 
Red  Army.  The  unit  would  bear  a  plaque 
with  the  name  of  the  Society.  The  Council 
decided  to  make  an  appeal  with  the  object  of 
raising  the  amount  needed  to  purchase  a 
unit. 

Wednesday's  Proceedings 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on 
Wednesday,  the  president  (Mr.  W.  Deacon) 
was  again  in  the  chair. 

Control  of  Medicines  Urged 

Mr.  L.  M.  Parry  raised  the  question  of 
the  extensive  and  increasing  sale  of  drugs 
and  medicaments  at  multiple  stores  and 
asked  that  representations  on  the  matter 
should  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Supply, 
and  moved  "  That  the  Council,  viewing 
with  misgiving  the  facilities  at  present 
available  for  the  distribution  through  non- 
pharmaceutical  retail  establishments  of 
drugs  and  medicines  needed  for  the  hos- 
pitals, medical  practitioners,  and  chemists 
for  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  makes  imme- 
diate representations,  preferably  by  a 
deputation  to  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  on 
this  matter." 

Mr.  Saville  Peck  proposed  that  a  depu- 
tation wait  upon  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
and  that  the  deputation  be  composed  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  Mr.  Parry, 
the  secretary,  and,  perhaps,  Mr.  McNeal. — 
This  was  agreed  to. 


By-laws  Approved 

The  Clerk  to  the  Privy  Council  wrote 
communicating  an  Order  in  Council  approv- 
ing amendments  to  the  Society's  by-laws.' 

Assistance  on  Demobilisation 

The  question  of  instituting  a  fund  for  the , 
assistance  where  necessary  of  members  and: 
student  associates  who  upon  demobilisation  n 
might  require  some  help  was  referred  to  j 
the  War  Aid  Committee. — The  annuall 
report  of  the  North  British  Branch  was'^ 
received.  j 

Education  Committee  \ 

Mr.  G.  R.  Knox  Mawer,  in  presentingi 
the  Education  Committee's  report,  stated) 
that  with  reference  to  late  arrivals  at  i 
examinations  it  was  decided  that  it  would t 
be  better  to  leave  the  existing,  practice  in  1 
operation  for  the  time  being  and  see  how^i 
it  worked.  An  interesting  point  regarding! 
the  dues  of  the  younger  people  in  pharmacy  ^ 
was  raised  in  correspondence  from  thet 
Students'  Union,  in  Pharmacy.  The  Educa-« 
tion  Committee  were  very  anxious  that  it ; 
should  have  careful  consideration  and  hadi; 
asked  for  the  preparation  of  a  memorandum  j 
to  be  submitted  at  next  month's  meeting. —  j 
The  reports  of  the  Committee  on  thei 
Society's  examinations  in  England  and| 
Wales  and  the  examinations  in  Scotlandj 
were  received  and  noted  and  the  draft! 
annual  report  of  the  Council  for  1941  was 
received.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
as  a  whole  was  received  and  adopted. 

Establishment  Committee 

Mr.  Melhuish,  submitting  the  Establish- 
ment Committee's  report,  stated  that  the 
annual  report  on  research  in  the  Colleg 
last  year,  which  was  received,  covered  a 
very  large  field.  With  very  great  regret 
they  had  received  the  resignation  of  Pro 
fessor  Gaddum.  He  suggested  that  a 
letter  should  be  sent  to  him  expressin 
appreciation  of  his  services. — This  was 
agreed  to  and  the  minutes  of  the  Committee 
were  adopted. 

Gratifying  Finances 

Mr.  W.  S.  Howells  presented  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  which  was 
adopted.  Payments  of  1^2,346  by  the

were  approved.  He  added  that  no  property- 
damage  by  enemy  action  had  been  sus- 
tained. The  Council  had  before  them  the 
financial  statement  for  the  year  ended  1941 
and  would  be  pleased  with  the  work  of  the 
year.  The  Publications  Department's  sur- 
plus was  £5,000.  On  their  new  building 
their  commitments  up  to  date,  totalling 
;^I45,I48,  were  fully  discharged.  Their 
stock  exceeded  the  book  value  by  some 
;^8,ooo.  The  general  surplus  was  _;^3,688 
after  charging  the  mortgage  interest  to 
revenue.  Previously  it  was  charged  to 
capital  account. — Mr.  Ho  wells  read  a  letter 
from  the  treasurer  stating  that  he  had 
particular  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
accounts,  since  the  result  achieved  in  the 
third  year  of  the  war  was  reached  without 
imposing  any  extra  charge  upon  the 
members  or  any  fundamental  change  in 
the  Society's  structure.  The  prompt  deal- 
ing with  the  details  by  every  department 
was  a  tribute  to  the  quality  of  the  Society's 
finances.  The  problem  of  the  new  building 
had  been  dealt  with  and  they  had  made 
every  payment  upon  it  up  to  date.  They 
had  made  one  minor  change  in  charging 
the  interest  on  loan  to  revenue  and  part 
repayment  of  the  loan  itself  to  capital 
account.  The  surplus  should  be  added  to 
the  interest  paid — £2,225 — less  the  interest 
on  the  unused  portion  of  the  mortgage — 
£825.  In  the  result  the  figure  of  ;^6,o88 
compared  with  last  year's  was  £1,500  up. 
Careful  work  by  the  staff  had  led  to  the 
result  and  perhaps  the  Publications  Com- 
mittee had  contributed  as  much  as  any. 
They  were  grateful  to  all  concerned.  He 
desired  to  express  his  own  sincere  thanks 
to  the  staff,  who  had  helped  him  so 
generously. 

The  President  :  As  the  treasurer  points 
out,  that  after  three  years  of  war  we  should 
have  such  a  good  report  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation  and  I  should  like  to  con- 
gratulate the  treasurer  and  the  Finance 
Committee  on  their  very  fine  work. 
Mr.  Parry  :  I  was  amazed.  It  is  ex- 
tremely satisfactory. — The  motion  was 
unanimously  carried. 

Doubts  about  Conference 

On  presentation  of  the  Organisation 
Committee's  report,  Mrs.  Irvine  raised  the 
question  of  the  advisability  of  holding 
conferences  involving  long  train  journeys 
for  representatives. — Mr.  Peck  moved 
that  the  chairman  of  the  Organisation 
Committee  be  asked  to  consult  the  Con- 
ference executive,  so  that  the  Organisation 
Committee  might  advise  the  Council  at  its 


next  meeting. — Mr.  F.  G.  Wells,  seconding 
the  motion,  said  they  should  carefully 
consider  the  matter,  sinking  their  identities 
as^  pharmacists  and  looking  upon  themselves 
as'  citizens  in  the  national  crisis.  To  bring 
100  or  150  people  to  London  would  not  be 
responding  to  the  Government's  appeal  to 
help  the  war  effort. — The  President  : 
The  Conference  could  be  held  with  just  the 
same  skeleton  machinery  as  in  the  year 
before  last. 

For  and  Against  Conference 

Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  :  My  motion 
is  that  the  delegates  should  not  be  brought 
to  London. — Mr.  Parry  supported  the 
motion. — Mr.  Wilson  disagreed  with  the 
motion  because  so  many  of  their  people 
had  already  made  arrangements  to  come. 
He  knew  of  cases  where  they  had  booked 
their  accommodation.  It  was  too  late  in 
the  day  to  say  that  they  would  not  have 
the  Conference. — Mr.  Melhuish  said  that 
instructions  had  been  given  to  proceed 
with  the  arrangements  and  if  anything  was 
done  on  the  lines  of  the  motion  it  should 
be  notified  at  once. — Mrs.  Irvine  agreed 
that  it  was  too  late  to  adopt  the  suggestion. 
It  was  not  going  to  be  a  big  function. — 
Mr.  Appleton  thought  that  the  matter 
should  be  settled  now.  Mr.  Williams 
strongly  opposed  any  suggestion  of  can- 
celling the  Conference.  To  cancel  at  this 
late  hour  would,  he  believed,  cause  ill  feel- 
ing and  the  loss  of  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  what  their  rank  and  file  pharmacists 
felt  upon  a  number  of  important  matters. — 
Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne  believed  that 
it  would  create  a  good  impression  if  they 
decided  to  postpone  the  conference,  which 
was  not  of  vital  importance,  from  the 
middle  of  summer  till  a  later  date. — 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  Linstead),  in  the  hope 
that  they  could  not  proceed  entirely 
discourteously  to  the  Conference  executive, 
asked  if  they  could  agree  to  the  following  : — 
"It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  it 
is  undesirable — (or  desirable) — that  a 
branch  Representatives'  Meeting  should  be 
held  and  that  the  president  be  authorised 
to  take  a  decision  accordingly  after  he  has 
consulted  the  Conference  executive."  Mr. 
Appleton  thought  that  the  chairman  of 
the  Organisation  Committee  should  also 
be  consulted,  and  Mr.  Peck  said  that  he 
would  accept  that.  The  President  said 
he  would  see  that  the  two  amendments 
were  made. — The  resolution  was  carried, 
with  four  votes  against.    {See  p.  535.) 

Dealing  with  the  Publications  Com- 
mittee's report,   which  was  agreed,  Mr. 
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How  ELLS  referred  to  the  damage  done  by 
enemy  action  to  the  offices  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  at  Bath.  He  said  they 
were  glad  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
in  spite  of  the  enemy  mischief  at  Bath,  Was 
able  to  come  out  only  about  twenty-four 
hours  late  and  so  complete  that  no  one 
could  see  any  difference  at  all  in  the  make-up 
of  the  journal.  The  Committee  also  reported 
the  exchange  of  various  publications  of  the 
Society  for  Russian  Publications  with  the 
Russian  Union  Lenin  Library. 

Pharmacy  Act  Registrations 

Mr.  James  Jack  submitted  the  Law 
Committee's  report.  It  stated  that  4,197 
shops  had  been  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. — Mr. 
H.  M.  Hirst  asked  how  many  drug  stores' 
assistants  claimed  to  have  served  a  recog- 
nised apprenticeship. — The  President  : 
Not  more  than  fifty. 

Dosage  as  Recommendation 

The  report  contained  an  opinion  of  Mr. 
Blanco-White,  K.C.,  on  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  1941 ,  with  a  note  by  the  secre- 
tary. Mr.  Jack  said  he  considered  it  one  of 
the  most  important  parts  of  their  report. 
The  putting  of  the  dosage  on  the  label  was 
a  recommendation  which  the  Law  Com- 
mittee considered  as  among  the  border- 
line cases.  It  would  bring  before  them 
many  cases  and  they  would  have  to  apply 
their  good  sense  as  to  what  they  thought 
was  beyond  the  Act  and  what  was  on  the 
border-line.  It  was  a  fundamental  prin- 
ciple that  a  chemist  should  have  the  right 
to  sell  medicines  with  the  dosage. — The 
Secretary  stated  that  on  the  point  whether 
Mr.  Blanco-White  had  considered  the  force 
of  the  word  "  any  "  in  front  of  the  words 
"  any  ailment  of  the  "human  body  "  :  did 
it  mean  any  .specific  named  ailment  or  any 
ailment  ?  His  supplemental  opinion  was  that 
it  meant  any  ailment  in  the  broadest  sense 
and  not  any  specific  ailment,  and  then 
he  added  the  caution  whether  it  was 
desirable  to  take  action.  They  were  now 
faced  with  the  question  of  giving  advice  to 
manufacturers  upon  over  100  labels  and  it 
was  not  fair  to  hold  the  matter  in  suspense 
any  longer.  So  he  had  put  the  follow- 
ing together  as  a  draft: — "That  manu- 
facturers and  wholesalers  be  informed 
through  their  associations  that  the  Society 
is  of  opinion,  based  on  the  advice  of  counsel, 
that  in  most  circumstances  a  dose  on  the 
label  of  an  article  makes  that  article  a 
substance  recommended  as  a  medicine 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  especially 


for  the  purpose  of  Sections  11  and  12." 
The  Society  was  prepared  to  express  an 
opinion  upon  any  labels  submitted  to  it. 
That  meant  that  they  did  in  effect  say  it 
was  their  opinion  on  counsel's  advice  that 
a  dose  was  a  recommendation. 

Mr.  Howells  thought  they  should  not 
give  advice  free.  All  manufacturers  of 
medicines  were  not  necessarily  members  of 
the  Society. — The  Secretary  said  they 
had  the  responsibility  of  seeing  that  un- 
labelled  medicine  was  not  sold.  They 
were  not  only  a  prosecuting  authority  but 
an  administrative  society.  When  the  1933 
Act  came  in  they  spent  much  time  going 
down  to  places  and  examining  labels. 
They  assumed  that  everyone  wished  to 
comply  with  the  law  and  gave  them  an 
opportunity  of  submitting  labels.  In  1933 
it  was  a  very  long  job.  They  would 
probably  have  300  or  400  labels  to  examine 
and  it  would  not  be  such  a  long  job  this 
time. — Mr.  McNeal  did  not  think  it  was 
agreed  that  the  label  constituted  a  recom- 
mendation.— The  Secretary  said  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  had  received 
intimation  through  their  society  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  of  opinion, 
based  upon  the  advice  of  counsel,  that  in 
most  circumstances  a  dose  on  the  label  of 
an  article  made  that  article  a  substance 
recommended  as  a  medicine  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.  The  Society  was 
prepared  to  express  an  opinion  upon  any 
labels  submitted  to  it. — The  proposition 
that  the  paragraph  replace  paragraph  B 
was  agreed  to  and  the  report  was  received 
and  adopted. 

Chemists  and  the  Home  Guard 

On  the  Public  Services  Committee's 
report  Mr.  Wells  said  he  understood  that 
in  various  areas  of  England  there  was 
compulsory  enlistment  of  exempted  men 
into  the  Home  Guard,  and  he  thought  he 
had  seen  it  stated  in  the  Press  that  doctors 
and  pharmacists  were  exempted.  Was 
that  true  ?  The  Secretary  :  I  think  it 
is  clear  that  pharmacists  are  not  liable. 

Derris  from  Stores 

Mr.  Knox  Mawer  said  that  in  his  county 
of  Denbigh  one  of  the  assistants  to  the 
medical  officer  of  health  issued  a  circular 
recommending  people  at  the  clinic  to  buy 
derris  root  and  soft  soap  at  a  popular  store 
for  treatment  of  scabies. — Mr.  Peck  re- 
plied that  on  the  previous  day  the  Com- 
mittee had  decided  to  take  the  matter  up 
very  firmly  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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DEVELOPMENTS  IN  CERAMIC  MATERIALS 


Many  materials  formerly  used  in  the  pro- 
cessing and  storing  of  pharmaceutical 
products  are  now  in  short  supply.  This 
applies  particularly  to  steel,  aluminium, 
copper,  nickel  and  other  metals  which  must 
be  largely  reserved  for  the  manufacture 
of  armaments.  It  has  thus  become  essen- 
tial to  find  substitutes  and  alternatives, 
wherever  possible. 

Chemical  Porcelain 

Among  materials  to  which  attention  has 
been  directed,  both  here  and  in  the  United 
States,  as  possible  substitutes  for  metal  and 
rubber  equipment,  ceramic  materials — and 
in  particular  chemical  porcelain  and  stone- 
ware— occupy  a  prominent  place.  Immense 
technical  strides  have  been  made  in  the 
pottery  industry  since  the  end  of  the  last 
war.  The  physical  and  chemical  properties 
of  both  porcelain  and  stoneware  have  been 
greatly  improved  ;  and  the  fact  that  these 
wares  can  now  be  produced  entirely  from 
native  raw  materials  gives  them  added 
significance  at  the  present  time.  Indeed, 
so  far  as  ceramic  materials  are  concerned, 
the  word  "  substitute  "  is  largely  a  mis- 
nomer, since  the  tendency  to  use  these 
materials  instead  of  metals,  especially 
where  severe  corrosion  problems  were 
involved,  had  begun  in  the  chemical  and 
allied  industries  long  before  the  outbreak  of 
war  created  problems  of  supply. 

Limitations  of  Size 

Chemical  porcelain  is  restricted  in  use  by 
limitations  of  size.  It  is  mostly  applied, 
therefore,  in  the  laboratory  and  for  small- 
scale  plant.  Before  the  last  war,  all  the 
chemical  porcelain  used  in  this  country  was 
imported  from  abroad,  mainly  from  Ger- 
many. Today,  thanks  to  the  initiative  of 
two  famous  pottery  firms,  British  porcelain 
apparatus  is  available  which  in  mechanical 
strength,  resistance  to  corrosion,  and 
resistance  to  thermal  shock,  is  fully  com- 
parable with  any  ware  formerly  purchased 
from  foreign  makers.  Among  the  many 
types  of  porcelain  equipment  now  in  daily 
use  in  pharmaceutical  laboratories  are 
crystallising  and  evaporating  basins, 
beakers,  combustion  boats,  Bunsen  burners, 
centrifuge  sets,  crucibles,  funnels,  mortars 
and  pestles,  and  spatulas.  Two  recent 
developments  are  the  manufacture  of 
porous-bottomed  crucibles,  similar  to  the 
well-known  Berlin  type,  and  Buchner 
funnels  made  in  a  special  heat-resisting 


ware  of  unusual  mechanical  strength,  with 
satisfactory  results  even  under  high  vacuum. 

Chemical  Stoneware 

Chemical  stoneware  has  the  same  ex- 
cellent resistance  to  acids  and  other  corro- 
sive chemicals  as  porcelain,  with  the  added 
advantage  that  it  can  be  used  for  full-scale 
industrial  plant.  The  range  of  shapes, 
because  of  the  plasticity  of  the  clays  from 
which  stoneware  is  made,  is  almost  un- 
limited, and  vessels  and  containers  can  be 
designed  in  any  desired  size,  from  a  few 
ounces  up  to  500  or  600  gallons'  capacity. 
Where  still  larger  sizes  are  required,  acid- 
proof  stoneware  tiles  are  being  used  to  line 
wood,  concrete  or  metal  tanks.  In  the 
preparation  of  pharmaceutical  products, 
stoneware — apart  from  its  excellent  resist- 
ance to  corrosion — offers  two  outstanding 
advantages.  These  are  its  chemical  in- 
ertness and  its  cleanliness.  The  unfor- 
tunate consequences  of  even  the  slightest 
interaction  between  a  chemical  or  drug  and 
the  plant  in  which  it  is  being  processed  or 
stored  is  too  well  known  to  need  stressing. 
Such  an  interaction  is  particularly  liable  to 
take  place  where  the  same  vessel  is  used  at 
different  times  in  the  manufacture  of  more 
than  one  product  or  component.  A  metal, 
alloy,  or  plastic  material  which  will  give 
entirely  satisfactory  results  in  one  case  may 
fail  to  do  so  in  another.  Stoneware  plant, 
on  the  other  hand,  has  no  effect  whatever 
on  the  composition  of  even  the  most  delicate 
substances  nor  is  it,  in  turn,  affected  by  any 
chemicals,  with  the  exception  of  hydro- 
fluoric acid  and  hot,  concentrated,  caustic 
alkalis.  In  addition,  the  smooth  glazed 
surface  of  stoneware  is  as  easily  cleaned  as 
a  piece  of  domestic  china,  thus  ensuring 
that  standard  of  hygiene  which  is  partic- 
ularly necessary  in  the  preparation  of 
pharmaceutical  products. 

Varieties 

It  is,  however,  no  longer  correct  to  speak 
of  chemical  stoneware  in  the  singular. 
Special  stoneware  "  bodies  "  with  entirely 
different  characteristics  have  been  evolved 
to  meet  the  needs  of  various  industries,  and 
in  the  United  States  one  maker  is  under- 
stood to  produce  no  less  than  twenty 
distinct  types.  Several  varieties  are  avail- 
able in  this  country,  including  non-porous  ; 
heat-resisting  ;  thermal  shock-resisting  ; 
caustic  alkali-resisting  ;  abrasion-resisting  ; 
and  white.    These  are  in  addition  to  the 
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normal  brown-  and  cream-glazed  wares 
ordinarily  used  where  resistance  to  acids  at 
normal  temperatures  is  alone  required. 

Strengths 

In  the  last  few  years,  the  mechanical 
strength  of  stoneware  has  been  improved 
to  an  extent  which  would  have  seemed 
almost  fantastic  to  the  pottery  manufac- 
turer of,  say,  1905.  Certain  types  of  ware 
are  now  available  which  have  a  compression 
strength  comparable  with  that  of  grey  cast 
iron,  and  the  ultimate  tensile  strength 
may  now  be  as  much  as  7,500  lb.  per  sq.  in., 
compared  with  only  710  lb.  persq.  in.  in  1905. 
Bending  strength  and  torsion  strength  have 
also  been  greatly  improved.  It  is  possible 
to  grind  certain  types  of  stoneware  plant 
to  exact  measurements,  and  the  material 
may  even  be  worked  with  hammer  and 
chisel  by  a  skilled  craftsman. 

Applications 

Included  in  the  wide  range  of  stoneware 
plant  which  is  used  in  the  pharmaceutical 
chemical  industry  are  tanks,  vats,  mixing 
pans,  store  jars,  valves,  cocks,  pipe-lines, 
vacuum  and  pressure  filters,  stirring 
apparatus,  agitators  and  centrifugal  pumps. 
In  addition,  small  stoneware  cans  and  bung 
jars  in  numerous  forms  are  used  for  storing 
both  dry  and  liquid  chemicals  and  oint- 
ments. A  particularly  interesting  develop- 
ment is  that  in  many  works  chemical- 
stoneware  pipe-lines  are  replacing  those  of 
metal.  None  of  the  metals  in  general  use 
for  pipe-lines  offers  the  same  resistance  to 
all  forms  of  corrosion.  Moreover,  pottery 
has  the  advantage  that  it  is  easily  cleaned 
apd  never  needs  to  be  painted.  The  special 
type  of  stoneware  used  for  such  pipe-lines 
has  a  high  resistance  to  internal  pressures, 
and  has  been  found  adequate  to  meet  all 
normal  requirements  in  this  respect. 

Sterilisation-Filtration 

Filtration  plays  an  essential  part  in  the 
manufacture  of  many  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts. Sera,  hormone  and  glandular  pro- 
ducts, vitamins,  allergen  extracts,  quite 
apart  from  numerous  chemicals,  cannot  be 
heat-sterilised  without  destroying  essential 
properties.  For  such  products,  filtration 
sterilisation  is  generally  the  most  practic- 
able alternative,  and  for  this  purpose  filters 
of  unglazed  porcelain  or  diatomaceous 
earth  are  widely  used.  During  the  last  five 
or  six  years,  a  range  of  British-made  acid- 
proof  industrial  filters,  with  a  quartz  or 
similar  base,  have  also  been  evolved  to  meet 


somewhat  different  requirements.  These 
have  larger  pore-widths  than  the  porcelain 
type,  and  for  this  reason  will  not  prevent 
the  direct  passage  of  micro-organisms,  but 
they  are  being  used  to  an  ever-increasing 
extent  for  removing  suspended  particles  of 
solid  matter  from  liquids  or  gases,  and  for 
separating  colloidal  matter  from  liquids. 
They  have  an  excellent  resistance  to  acids, 
except  hydrofluoric,  in  all  concentrations, 
and  special  types  are  available  for  dealing 
with  caustic  alkalis.  Resistance  to  thermal 
and  mechanical  shock  is  good,  and  they  can 
be  shaped  to  specific  measurements  by 
cutting,  sawing  or  lathing,  thus  enabling 
them  to  be  used  in  vacuum  and  pressure 
filters,  rotary  filters,  centrifuges  and 
similar  plant.  Up  to  a  few  years  ago,  all 
filtering  media  of  this  type  were  imported 
from  Germany,  but  they  are  now  being 
made  by  at  least  two  British  manufacturers 
and  are  available  in  a  wide  range  of  por- 
osities, varying  from  a  pore  size  of  less  than 
one  micron  to  one  of  several  hundred 
microns,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
liquid  or  gas  to  be  filtered.

The  London  drug  markets  have  shown  a 
marked  lack  of  activity  this  week,  which 
has  been  almost  devoid  of  interesting 
features.  Merchants,  however,  report  a 
steady  but  small  consuming  trade  at  prices 
which  have  tended  to  become  stabilised  at 
recently-recorded  levels.  Business  con- 
tinues slack  in  many  products  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  section,  and 
prices  are  quoted  in  nearly  all  cases  at  the 
levels  previously  recorded.  British  makers 
of  Allobarbitone  state  that  adequate 
supplies  are  available  at  unchanged  prices. 
Benzoic  acid  and  Benzyl  benzoate  can 
be  had  for  therapeutic  use.  Iodides  are 
steady  at  makers'  prices,  but,  "as  noted 
recently.  Iodoform  in  crystal  form  costs 
more.  Methyl  salicylate  remains  in 
restricted  supply,  but  makers'  prices  are 
without  alteration.  Sales  of  imported 
Terpineol  will  be  made  only  to  approved 
users  for  pharmaceutical  purposes.  British 
makers  of  Theobromine  haVe  issued  a 
schedule  of  prices  (p.  553)  ;  it  is  understood 
that  available  supplies  are  limited. 

Crude  Drugs 

Most  of  the  business  in  crude  drugs  has 
come  from  the  home  consuming  trades. 
Prices  remain  firm,  with  few  fluctuations. 
Aconite  root  has  tended  to  rise,  on 
account  of  the  poor  supply  position. 
Extremely  quiet  conditions  obtain  for 
Agar,  which  is  no  longer  a  market  article 
of  any  consequence.  A  fair  amount  of 
interest  is  noted  in  Cape  Aloes,  prices  of 
which  are  firm.  A  steady  consuming 
demand  is  noted  for  Benzoin,  and  business 
has  been  done  in  material  for  pharmaceu- 
tical use.  Buchu  is  firm,  on  account  of 
the  shortage  of  spot  supplies.  Several 
substantial  export  inquiries  have  been 
received  for  Camphor.  Only  a  light 
demand  is  noted  for  Cardamoms.  It  is 
understood  that  Lease-Lend  supplies  of 
Cascara  sagrada  have  not  yet  become 
available.  Maximum  prices  of  Ginger 
have  not  yet  been  fixed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food.  Gum  acacia  is  dearer  for  shipment. 
A  rather  better  inquiry  is  reported  for 
Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha.  Prices  of 
Nutmegs  sbow  a  decline.  Nux  vomica 
has  been  in  good  inquiry  for  manufacturing 


purposes.  No  further  rise  has  occurred  in 
Pimento.  The  only  alteration  among  the 
Seeds  is  a  small  advance  in  English 
Mustard.  The  Soya  Flour  (Control  and 
Maximum  Prices)  Order  and  the  subsequent 
amending  Order  have  been  amended  by  the 
Minister  of  Food  in  a  new  Order  defining 
maximum  prices  of  Soya  flour  and  pro- 
hibiting pre-packing  except  under  licence. 

Essential  Oils 

There  are  few  changes  of  importance  toi 
record.  Business  has  remained  quiet. 
Anise  (star)  has  been  in  good  inquiry,  and 
prices  are  rather  firmer.  Some  demand 
has  been  received  for  Citronella.  The 
Ministry  of  Food  is  understood  to  have 
released  limited  quantities  of  edible  olive 
oil,  which  are  to  be  used  exclusively  for 
medical  purposes.  Peppermint  has  again 
been  in  fair  inquiry,  but  supplies  are 
increasingly  difficult  to  find.

Prescriptions  Manhandled 

Sir,— Startling  news  is  imparted  in  your 
editorial  article  on  p.  519.  It  there  appears 
that  in  the  view  of  the  Board  of  Trade  "  a 
doctor's  prescription  [for  a  calamine  lotion] 
is  not  regarded  as  necessarily  warranting 
supply  outside  quota,  but  the  Board  would 
be  prepared  to  consider  separate  applica- 
tions on  their  merits."  Last  August  you 
recorded  the  issue  of  an  Order  providing 
that  liver  extracts  shall  be  administered 
only  in  cases  of  pernicious  anaemia  or  other 
megalocytic  anaemias,  and  then  only  by 
injection.  It  occurred  to  me  at  the  time 
that  the  medical  profession  would  acquiesce 
with  great  reluctance  in  so  drastic  a  limita- 
tion of  its  freedom  :  the  new  ruling 
introduces  another  kind  of  restriction,  and 
I  shall  be  surprised  if  the  profession  accepts 
it  without  an  energetic  protest.  In  effect  it 
means  that  calamine  lotion,  of  any  formula, 
can  only  be  supplied  on  prescription  with 


the  consent  of  the  Board  given  case  by  case  ; 
this  draconian  decree  must,  in  the  absence 
of  further  information,  be  interpreted  as 
applying  equally  to  prescriptions  dispensed 
in  pharmacies  and  to  those  dispensed  in 
doctors'  surgeries.  There  was  no  Board  of 
Trade  in  1660,  when  Sir  Harbottle  Grim- 
stone's  Book  of  Rates  included  lapis  cala- 
minaris  among  the  "  drugges  "  :  the  physi- 
cians of  that  age — Sir  Thomas  Browne,  for 
instance — would  have  been  astonished  to 
hear  that  a  suspension  of  the  drug  in  an 
aqueous  medium  was  a  toilet  preparation 
which  could  not  be  dispensed  without 
application  to  a  Government  department, 
and  that  even  supplies  to  hospitals  could 
only  be  released  under  licence.  It  is  one 
thing  to  decide  that  calamine  lotions  oi 
unknown  formula  should,  for  the  duration 
of  the  war,  be  classed  as  toilet  preparations  ; 
it  is  quite  another  thing  to  put  on  the  same 
level  lotions  prepared  to  a  formula  appearing 
in  a  recognised  book  of  reference  or  origi- 
nated by  a  registered  medical  practitioner.
